■ receiving the response in the network management system; and 

transmitting the pointer to a network management system user.

receiving a request for additional information in the network management system; and 
opening the additional information at the location indicated by the pointer. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
performing a function relating to network management in a network element; and 
storing information concerning the function as additional infomiation in a 

predetermined location in a predetermined form. . 

5. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
performing a function relating to network management in a network element; and 
storing information concerning the function as additional infonnation in a location 

determined by the network management system. 

6. ■ (Origiaal) The method of claim 1 , wherein the response is an alarm 
transmitted to the network management system.

20. (Currently Amended) A network management system of a 
telecommxmications network, the network management system being configured to receive 
responses from network elements of tibe telecommunications network; to identify [[a]] more 
than one pointer in a response, the pointer indicating a location of additional information in a 
data commimication network or network element external to the network management 
system; and to open the additional information at the location indicated by the pointer in 
response to a received request for the additional information. 

21. (Currently Amended) A network management system of a 
telecommunications network, the network management system being configured to receive 
responses from network elements of the telecommunications network and to identify [[a]]
